Pile 
charcoal briquets in the center 
in a pyramid about 12 inches in 
diameter and 5 or 6 inches high. 

Light the fire with a fire starter 
according to the manufacturer's 
directions and let it burn for 30 
to 40 minutes. When the coals are 
covered with a gray ash, they are 
ready to arrange for barbecuing. 

(Set extra charcoal briquets around 
the edge to warm up before adding 
them to the fire. 

For grill-barbecuing — Gently 
tap the coals with fire tongs or 
a poker and arrange them Vy to 
3/4 inch apart. (This reduces the 
flame-up from dripping fat.) 

For spit-barbecuing — Knock 
the ash from the coals and bank 
them to the rear of the firebox. 

To catch the drippings, place a 
foil drip pan under the spit in 
front of the coals. To make the 
drip pan use heavy aluminum 
foil 18 inches wide. Cut the foil 
5 inches longer than the meat and 
fold in half lengthwise. Turn up 
edges 1% inches. Miter corners 
and fold tips inside for reinforce¬ 
ment.

Turkey On The Outdoor 
Rotissorie 


If your barbecue is equipped 
with a revolving spilt, truss whole 
small turkey as for roasting. Do 
not try to barbecue a turkey over 
10 pounds: the rotisserie and 
motor cannnot take the weight. 
Make sure the turkey is balanced 
and revolves smoothly. Revolve 
over moderately hot coals until 
tender.

How Much Turkey Should 
You Buy? 

For roasting stuffed, allow % to 
% lb. of whole, raw turkey per 
serving. For broiling or frying 
(without stuffing) allow % to 1 lb. 

'Because barbecue cooking is 
influenced by so many variables— 
temperature, thickness and type 
of food, heat of fire, air tempera¬ 
ture, humidity and breeze — it is 
difficult to give accurate cooking 
times! Until you are experienced, 
your best guide is to start testing 
for doneness at the minimum time 
suggested in any time range. You 
can give undercooked food a few 
minutes more cooking but once 
a food is overcooked it is too late 
to do anything about it. 

Now for some yummy recipes 
for barbeque sauces. 

Chicken BBQ Marinade 

1/2 cup soy sauce 
V* fsp ginger 

1/3 cup white table wine 
1 tsp. poultry seasoning 
1 tsp. pepper 

Mix soy sauce, wipe, poultry sea¬ 
soning, pepper and ginger, and 
pour evenly over chicken. Cover 
and refrigerate 30 min. or longer. 

Drain chicken (save marinade). 

Place chicken over heated char¬ 
coals, barbecue until done, turning 
often. Use left-over marinade to 
baste chicken while it barbecues. 
Soy Sauce Mixture For Tuifcey 
1/2 cup soy sauce 
1/2 tsp. dry mustard 
1/2 ttosp. Worcestershire sauce 
Blend ingredients thoroughly and, 
brush on turkey before oven npast- 
ing and mice or twice during last 
half hour of ooofcjqg period if 
turkey is being cooked m oven or 
outdoor rotisserie.

Hellyer - Socred Leader? 


Paul Hellyer says he's been asked to consider run¬ 
ning for the national leadership of the Social Credit 
party. 

He says he's also been asked to consider running for 
the national leadership of the Progressive Conservative 
party. 

He's already running for the leadership of the Lib¬ 
eral party. 

That leaves only the New Democrats, and since they 
held a leadership convention back in April without Mr. 
Hellyer's name coming up, he must conclude they are 
not interested. 1 * ; 

Meanwhile, Mr. Hellyer keeps saying that the Action 
Canada enterprise he heads is a movement, not a politi¬ 
cal party, but he doesn't close the door on making it a 
party if membership grows fast enough. 

Nor has he closed the door on the Social Credit pos¬ 
sibility, saying be would have further talks with officials 
of that party, before the Socred leadership convention 
later this year. 

Mr. Hellyer said Action Canada and Social Credit 
had a great many concerns that were similar about the 
direction in which Canada was moving. 

This is more than Mr. Hellyer has been saying about 
his old colleagues, the Liberals, of late. 

It is also more than most old-line federal politicians 
have been willing to say about Social Credit, at any time. 
When Roch LaSalle, the MP for Joliette, quit the Con¬ 
servatives some weeks ago to sit as an independent 
and start his own party, he was asked why he didn't join 
Social Credit. His answer: 'I don't believe in Social Cred¬ 
it theories.' 

The question wasn't even put to Eric Kierans after 
his resignation from the Trudeau cabinet - Mr. Kierans' 
scorn for Social Credit ideas has always been profound, 
and clearly expressed. 

Could Paul Hellyer adapt himself to Social Credit? 

Throughout his life he's been something of a Bible 
thumper, so he might be able to fit into the Aberhart- 
Manning tradition in that department. 

In expressing unease about some of the games Mr. 
Trudeau has been playing with Moscow and Peking, Mr. 
Hellyer has expressed an apparent preference for right 
wing approaches. 

For years, Mr. Hellyer has been working on a book, 
which he now promises will be out this fall. It's not to be 
his political memoirs, apparently, Which is a pity, be¬ 
cause those would make good reading if he told all, a la 
his old pal Judy LaMarsh. 

Rather, the book is to deal with the economic policies 
of Action Canada or, more precisely, the economic the¬ 
ories of Paul Theodore Hellyer, including his formula 
for stable prices and low unemployment, through con¬ 
trols. 

These theories have been working in Mr. Hellyer's 
mind for years, and among his former intimates in the 
Liberal party there has always been a suspicion that they 
bore some resemblance to Social Credit ideas. 

He used to propound them privately when he was 
minister of national defence, engaged in unifying the 
armed forces and ordering aircraft like the CF-5, for 
which nobody has been able to find a role. 

When the unification crisis was at its height, Mr. 
Hellyer found diversion in attempting to explain his eco¬ 
nomic theories to his aides in the defence department. 
So far as is known, none of them ever managed to under¬ 
stand what he was talking about, leading to the sus¬ 
picion that he was on the Social Credit kick in some way. 

Those were the days when he would express a crav¬ 
ing to be minister of finance, so he could put his theor¬ 
ies to the test. He didn't get the chance, so he's putting 
them into his book. Apparently he feels his ideas will be 
as important to global economics in the '70s as were 
those of economist John Maynard Keynes in the '30s, 
'40s and '50s. 

This is heady stuff, if you take Paul Hellyer serious¬ 
ly, something that a lot of people, including Pierre El¬ 
liott Trudeau, find difficulty in doing. 

He's sending young people across the country to sell 
$10 memberships in Action Canada, door-to-door, - a 
technique copied from Jehovah's Witnesses, or Fuller 
Brush. Other methods and ideas of his seem to resemble 
those of Moral Re-armamnt, or the Up with People move¬ 
ment. *, 

He has a staff of 10 paid workers and 15 volunteers, 
a spacious suite of offices and two bank loans to finance 
the movement, backed by his own considerable personal 
fortune. It's too soon to say whether this new Hellyer is 
a saviour, or some kind of a nut.
